Confrontation politics hit home pain 
fully for one SSC student in Washington, 
D.C. this weekend as he was caught be 
tween advancing police cordons and 
clubbed “three or four times in the back 
ind once in the ribs” while attending a 
rally for Vietnam victory led by radu 
evangelist Dr. Carl McIntire 

The student, who wished to remain an 
onymous because of his affiliation with 
police and teaching groups in California 
told the Hornet by telephone that he 
went to the capital to participate in a 
conference on political action in order to 
‘learn how to work within the system.” 
Dressed in 4 suit and tie, sporting a short 
hairstyle and accompanied by a group of 
teachers, the SSC senior took time during 
his lunch hour to view a parade and listen 
to speakers. One man, who seemed t 
epitomize the twisted thinking of many 
middle Americans, held two signs—one 
reading “Put prayer back in our schools,” 


The general tone of the rally, attended 
by 20,000 demonstrators, was one of 
general dissatisfaction with President 
Nixon because he is too “liberal,” the stu- 
dent reported. Only scattered fights, how- 
ever, broke out between antiwar youths 
ind theself-proclaimed “hard hats.”

Two rea- 
sons for the small number of serious cas- 
ualties were cited by the student, one was 
the fact that the police aimed primarily 
for the body instead of the head, and the 
police were “out of shape” and could not 
run fast enough to catch and club citi 
zens 

Called the whole scene an “atrocity,” 
the student said the teachers were 
‘shocked into silence for a number of 
hours” by the incident 

At least one student at SSC will have 
some personal contributions to make in 
his political science class this week.

The trappings of superstardom

HOLLYWOOD (AP)~Janis Joplin, 
whose writhing, wailing and sometimes 
profane performances electrified the 
music world, was found dead in her apart- 

ment at the age of 27 

The coroner said death was due to an 
overdose of drugs and tests would be 
needed to determine the type

Police called for an autopsy after saying 
they found needlemarks on one arm The 
autopsy surgeon reported numerous 
needle marks on both arms, with fresh 
ones on the left arm. 

There was a small amount of alcohol but 


no evidence of barbiturates, ingredients 
of sleeping pills, the autopsy surgeon said, 
and no evidence of injury or violence 

“It didn’t look like foul play,” said an 
ambulance attendant who removed the 
nightgown-clad body Sunday night. “It 
looked like she had just fallen over.” 


Miss Joplin had come here from her San 

Francisco home to record for Columbia, 
which had sold millions of her singies 
“Piece of My Heart,” “Maybe,” “One 
Good Man.” and albums “Cheap Thrills,” 
“f Got”Dem Ol Kozmic Blues Again, 
Mama.” 


Her body was found by her guitarist, 
John Cooke, who wondered why the sin- 
ger had not emerged from her hotel apart- 
ment all day Sunday, and borrowed a key 
to enter. He summoned police 


Sne naa oeen dead approximately 12 
hours, police said. Bottles of tequila, 
vodka and wine were found in the apart- 
ment, but no drugs 


Miss Joplin followed in death another 
member of the rock pantheon Jimi Hend- 
rix.27, who was found in a London 
apartment last month, having suffocated 
on vomit while unconscious 


“People seem to nave a high sense of 
drama about me,” Janis Joplin once told 
an interviewer. “Maybe they can enjoy 
my music more if they think I'm destroy- 
ing myself.”” 


Her galvanic style brought her the title 
of “the Judy Garland of rock.”’ She bore 


: resemblance to the previous star in her 
full-voiced style, her complete openness 
with an audience, and talk of 
self-destruction. Miss Garland died in a 
London apartment in 1969, apparently 
from a drug overdose 


Born in Port Arthur, Texas, in 1943, 
Janis Joplin was a rebel at an early age 
She left home at 17, drifted across the 
country, taking odd jobs and occasional 
college courses. She came to admire beat- 
niks because they “believe things aren’t 
better and say the hell with it, stay 
stoned and have a good time.” 


Fame overtook her at the 1967 Mont- 
erey Pop Festival. She had been singing in 
small clubs in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles 


At Monterey she astounded the huge au- 
dience with her vibrant style and depth of 
feeling on “Love is Like a Ball and 
Chain.” Her successs was made. Once she 
analyzed her style: “Black people have 
the blues because they can’t have this and 
they can’t have that. Me, I was brought 
up in a middle-class family; I could have 
anything. But you need something more 
in your gut, man.” 


After Monterey, came the trappings of 
superstardom~—the shrieking crowds, con- 
stant travel, occasional brushes with the 
law over obscene language onstage Jamis 
Joplin was rich, but she still lived like a 
hippie in a cluttered San Francisco apart-

Housing Office has 
means to help students 


As a student at Sacramento State 
College, are you finding it 
dfficult to acquire housing? Are

The problem of finding housing 
appears when students look at

apartment after apartment landlords will not accept students 
because, you are a student or for one reason or another such as

The Housing 
Office helps students find a place 
to live. It maintains a list of 
accommodations made available

The Unrequested !II-S Deferment 

The last two installments have explained why, as December 31 
approaches, some students may want to be in class I-A. These will be 
students with high lottery numbers who want to have their year of 
vulnerability to the draft behind themon January 1, 1971. They must 
be in class I-A, 1-A-O (noncombatant CO.) or I-O (civilian work C.O.) 
on December 31 

Students who began college this September have no difficulty in being 
I-A. If they do not request the II-S deferment their local boards have no 
authority to place them in class Il-S. The form submitted by the 
student’s college attesting to his student status is not a request. Only a 
written request from the student will suffice. A student beginning his 
first year who does not receive an unrequested and unwanted II-S 
deferment might consider writing to his board explaining that no II-S 
deferment was sought nor desired. A sound practice is to send all letters 
by certified mail, return receipt requested. A copy should be made for 
the student’s own records. 

Students who were in class II-S last year are in a more difficult 
position. The Selective Service System has been following the practice 
of requiring only one request from a student. The single request covers 
all four or five years the student attends college. As a result, many 
students may be placed in class II-S this year without having requested 
the deferment. Unless they succeed in losing the deferment prior to 
December 31, they will be compelled to worry about the draft for at 
least one more year. This result is in direct conflict with the avowed 
purpose of the lottery, i.e., to allow young men to expose themselves to 
the draft for one year early in their lives 

In addition, we believe the Selective Service System’s interpretation of 
the law is wrong. We are led to this conclusion for the following 
reasons. (1) The 1967 Act provides that a student must request the II-S 
deferment under procedures to be established by the President. (2) The 
President has provided in the Regulations that the II-S deferment 
cannot be granted for a period longer than one year at a time (32 
C.F.R. $1622.21(a)). (3) Thereafter, the student's classification must 
be “reopened” and the student must be classified “anew” (32 C.F.R. 
$1622.21(b)). (4) The President’s Regulations further provide that after 
a classification is “reopened” the student must be classified ‘‘as if he 
had never before been classified” (32 C.F.R. $1625.11). There is no 
doubt but that a student who has never before been classified must 
request the II-S deferment. Consequently, there should be no doubt 
that a student must request the II-S deferment each year, regardless of 
his prior classification. If he has not requested the deferment, he should 
not be in class II-S 

Most local boards are probably not familiar with this position and will 
continue to follow their old practice. A student who is placed in class 
II-S who does not wish to be so classified should consider writing his 
board. The letter might explain that he does not want the II-S 
deferment, that he has not requested it, and that, in fact, the law does 
not allow it 

Since no court has yet ruled on this particular issue there is no 
authoritative determination of its correctness. We will first seek to 
convince the Selective Service System to alter its present policy. Should 
we fail, we will seek to have the issue resolved in court through a class 
action brought on behalf of all students. We will report the results of 
our efforts in a future column

Housing Office 
include the few remaining 
dormitory rooms, rooms in 
private homes, apartments and 
houses. Cost of housing that is 
listed ranges in price from $55 a 
month on up, with most in the 
$90 to $100 per month price 
range 
For those interested in sharing 
living quarters with someone, a 
card can be filled out at the 
Housing Office. On this you can 
check the type of accommodation 
you would like to share, how 
much you can afford or want to 


pay, and the parking 
requirements 

By means of the cards, the 
Housing Office tries to match 
people in the type of 


accommodation that is mutually 
acceptable. Often people who 
already have a place fill out these 
cards in the hopes of finding 
someone who can help share 
expenses. “I'd say it is the most 
used item,” Miss Gilchrist said 
about the share card. 

Students who have tried to find 
housing on their own and have 
had difficulty in securing a place 
to live have learned the hard way 
to put up with this kind of 
frustrating experience. Though 
civil rights laws cover some kinds 
of discrimination, other kinds can 
go on. A student with Jong hair 
may find it more difficult to 
secure housing than if he has short 
hair. But according to Miss 
Gilchrist, there is nothing on the 
law books to require that a 
landlord must select a tenant 
though his hair 1s long 

Leases are required in 
renting, and that is another reason 
why students can’t find housing 
and why landlords don’t want to 
rent to students. Landlords are 
aware that students may rent for 
only the academic year and some 
landlords prefer a lease that runs 
for the entire year. Students who 
don’t want to rent for a year must 
try somewhere else 

Especially if a lease is involved, 
Miss Gilchrist advises students to 
discuss with the landlord and rules 
and regulations concerning use of 
facilities or guests before moving 
in. Her office ofter hears of 
problems concerning these items 
after someone has moved in and 
sometimes there isn’t much that 
can be done 

Anyone interested in specialized 
housing, or housing geared only 
for married couples may check 
with the Housing Office. For 
example, College Town is a

This semester, the international 
students of the State Colleges in 


California were subjected to an 
increase of tuition, from the 
$127.50 per semester to a 


whopping $300.00~an increase of 
over 125%.

The Sac State Hornets. parlaying 

a rugged defense with Mike 
Lippi’s pinpoint passing, picked 
up their first victory of the 1970 
season a 27-6 conquest of the 
University of Puget Sound 
Loggers Saturday night at Hornet 
Field 

The Hornets, in improving their 
record to 1-2, outgained 
the Loggers, 318-292, in total 
yards, but needed a stellar 
defensive job to achieve the year’s 
initial success. 

After a scoreless first period, in 
which each team missed a field 
goal attempt, the Hornets’ Pat 
Clemons recovered a fumble by 
Greg Garnett, Logger quarterback, 
on the SSC 36-yard line 

Lippi, directing the Hornet 
attack, hit Don McGee for a 
28-yard gain, as the big tight end 
made a fine one-handed catch. 
The diminutive quarterback then 
found Jerry Ford on an eight yard 
swing pass for the touchdown. 
The placement by Rick Bergstrom 
allowed SSC to take a 7-0 lead 
into the halftime dressing room 

Neither team could reach paydirt 
in the third stanza, but the 
opening minutes of the fourth 
quarter produced the key play of 
the ball game 

Puget Sound began the fateful 
drive from their own 42, after 
receiving a Hornet punt. The 
Loggers had picked up 19 yards ir
